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REPORT 

OF THE 

Board of Village Trustees. 


To the Taxpayers of the Village of Rutland: 

The board of trustees submit herewith a report of the 
orders drawn by them on the treasurer, with a statement in 
detail of the expenditures for the fiscal year ending April 30, 
1885, and in so doing it may be well to explain to the voters 
some of the extraordinary expenses and requirements that 
have fallen upon us to meet. There was a great demand for 
sewers at the beginning of the year, the result of which 
was the instruction by the village to the board of trustees to 
employ competent civil engineers to survey the village with 
a view of making the present sewers now in use conform as 
much as possible to any new sewers that might be constructed 
hereafter. This matter was put into the hands of a committee 
chosen from the board, who employed suitable men for this 
work, which has been done in a most thorough and competent 
manner. 

We have thought proper to make the report of the engineers 
a part of this report, in order that it may be preserved for future 
use. As no special tax was voted to pay the expenses of this sur¬ 
vey, the expense had to be paid from the tax voted for general 
purposes. The expense of this survey was $1,042.35. All 
maps and diagrams are now in the hands of the trustees. 

The Woodstock avenue sewer was an expensive piece of work, 
but very much needed by the village, and has been finished 
in a most thorough and substantial manner ; a part of the ex¬ 
pense for this sewer was paid for by the water commissioners, 
as the water-works were benefited by the construction of this 
sewer. Other sewers have been built according to a vote of 
the village, and many needed repairs have been made to old 
sewers.

The matter of the lockup, which was referred to the board of 
trustees, was placed in the hands of Mr. Milo Lyman, as com¬ 
mittee, to build the same ; the cost has come within the 
appropriation and a most complete and satisfactory piece of 
work has been done, giving to the village just what was needed, 
at a small expense. 

The fire-alarm has been placed in working order within the 
appropriation and gives general satisfaction. 

The tax for general purposes voted was 25 cents on the 
dollar, making a tax of $12,219.48, one-fifth of which was to 
pay old indebtedness, which would be equivalent to paying 
old debts to the amount of #2,444.

Report of Sewer Surveyor.

To the Trustees of the Village of Rutland: 

Gentlemen —The system of sewers that you employed me 
to devise for your village is now practically completed and 
spread out upon the record books and sewer plans, with all 
necessary details of the system, estimates of costs, etc. And 
now, in compliance with’your request, I submit the following 
general statement of the system, and the matters that- have 
been taken into consideration in devising it, its purposes, etc. 
Sewers primarily are sanitary in purpose, but, to be most use¬ 
ful to that end, they are now usually made available for street 
improvements, for carrying off all surface water. If used 
exclusively for conveying sewage, they would be liable to clog 
(without automatic flushing apparatus) and to hold at points 
large quantities of foul matter, which, decomposing, would 
generate gas that would be highly injurious to health. By 
taking in surface water, they are more cheaply cleaned than 
they could be in any other way, and the saving to streets 
where the grades are large, by frequent removal of surface 
water, is very large. The details, sizes, etc., are given in 
accordance with well-known rules, tried and proved successful 
in other places both larger and smaller than your village. 
The pipes are large enough for any growth that your village 
may attain, and, as it grows, you will merely have to extend 
the system. The sizes are calculated according to the area to 
be drained. The estimated costs are in accordance with the 
actual expenses of a large number of sewers constructed under 
my direct supervision. A common method followed in paying 
the expenses of a sewer is by assessing the adjoining property 
a certain portion of the cost. Some slight changes may be 
found needed in the future for reasons not apparent now. If 
the digging should be harder than that I have been accustomed 
to find, the estimate may need to be increased, and vice versa. 
In getting up these details it became necessary to establish 
grades for your streets -so that, by placing the pipes ten feet 
below the street grade (in some instances only eight feet), 
improvements in roads to be hereafter made would not go 
down far enough to destroy the utility of the sewers to drain 
nil cellars on the street. A record book contains the relative 
elevations of many known points throughout the village, so 
that an engineer or other person can readily calculate the 
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depths of the pipes at all points, enabling the grade of any 
new work to be readily established by reference to the record 
books. The usual practice is to carry out a sewerage plan by 
building a part only any one year. The expenses are less 
burdensome; besides, many times it would be injurious to 
health to throw up to the influence of light, heat and air 
large quantities of long buried earth, especially if any part of it 
had gradually formed bv deposits of comparatively recent date, 

I have indicated on tie plans the places where man-holes 
or lamp-holes should be constructed always at every change of 
direction or grade, and, in long stretches of pipe, more 
frequently than that. These are necessary for examination 
and for cleaning. Corner basins at the lower corner of blocks, 
and side basins, where wanted, can be built to receive surface 
water. These should be built so as to receive and hold the 
washings of the streets, allowing only the fluid portion to 
reach the sewer, and should be cleaned when examination may 
show the need of it. In carrying out these plans I have tried 
to make, as far as possible, the old sewers available for present 
purposes, even where they are not as deep as they should have 
been, but all new work should be placed at the depth given in 
the plan—a depth that experience has proved to be desirable— 
and, as old sewers need to be rebuilt, they can be placed in 
accordance with the plan. You have five and one-fourth 
miles of old sewer pipe, anti much of it can be made available 
for years. To explain: Suppose a sewer is to be built in a. 
street the lower part of which has an old pipe only five feet 
deep. The main new part could be ten feet deep to a certain 
point wdiere it becomes necessary to prepare for reaching a 
grade five feet higher. This can be done in a very short 
distance on sewers with steep gradients. If possible, no grade 
should be less than 1-1 Oth ft. in 100 ft. Your grades here are 
all larger than that. Of the old sewers, three-fourths of a mile 
are incorporated in the system, the large ravine sewer up to 
West street and a portion of the West street sewer. Great 
care should always be taken that the earth around the pipes 
should be made so firm that water will not follow the pipes 
and thereby allow them to settle. As far as may be, it is 
desirable, both on account of the sewers^ welfare as for that of 
the streets, that the earth be puddled in all back filling. 
Special care should be taken as to the material and tamping 
of the side of the sewer to resist the pressure of the overlying 
dirt. Contract work may be cheaper temporarily, hut is not 
to be tolerated unless under supervision of an experienced man 
in your own employ. Experimenting with new and untried 
kinds of pipes usually proves to be unwise. It is better to 
follow successful experiments in older and larger places, even 
at increased cost, than to try new things because many 
inexperienced persons think they must be right. 

The following is as detailed a list of the sewers as would be 
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permissible in a report of this nature. As stated before 
much of the drainage is already provided for for some vears 
by the old sewers m use. The outlets are eight in number 
and are placed as high as possible to avoid interference from 
high water. The localities are as follows:

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The Chief Engineer. 


For the first time in its history, Rutland has to regret and 
mourn the death of a Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 

_one not only honored in the responsible position which he 

occupied, but held in high regard by all. James Levins, the 
Chief Engineer, died, after a protracted illness, on Wednesday, 
January 28, 1885. 

His connection with the Fire Department began soon after 
the organization of the Hook and Ladder Company, in which 
he took an efficient interest and endeavored to bring up to 
the standard of similar companies in other places. His active 
interest in the affairs of the Company gave him a leading posi¬ 
tion among its members, and he*was elected foreman in 1873, 
a position which he filled with credit to himself and the Com¬ 
pany for three years. In 1876 he was called to the position of 
Second Assistant Engineer of the Department, and served with 
fidelity in that capacity until the annual election in 1883, 
when he was deservedly promoted to the office of Chief Engi¬ 
neer,which he held at the time of his death. His efforts were 
ever to make the Department efficient, useful and fit to rank 
with other volunteer departments in Hew England and else¬ 
where, 

Mr. Levins was not only prominent in the Fire Department, 
but in various other positions pertaining to the welfare and 
promotion of the public interests of the village. He was 
trustee for Ward 7 (the largest in the municipal corporation) 
for five years, in which office he served with great usefulness, 
not only to his immediate constituents, but to the village at 
large. In 1875 and 1876 he was clerk of the board, and, as in 
other positions, proved a capable and trustworthy officer. 

His brother officers wish to pay a fitting testimonial to the 
services of one whose labors have always been towards the 
promotion of the Fire Department to its present acknowledged 
position. His voluntary services are worthy of a public recog¬ 
nition as an efficient, faithful and “ever ready” fireman and 
a useful citizen. His loss is to be greatly deplored, but his 
epitaph is written—“ he did his duty faithfully and well ”■—and 
this honor rests hot only with the Fire Department and the 
Village of Rutland, but is a rich legacy to his family. This 
public expression, we feel, is due his services and his memory, 
and we most gratefully place it on record.

The Gramewell fire-alarm system has been put in, consisting 
of five miles of wire, 15 alarm boxes, 1 bell striker located in 
the tower of the Congregational church, 1 indicator located 
at the 0. Vt. K. R. machine shop, 3 engineers’ gongs. The 
batteries, etc., are located at the Telephone company’s central 
office. 

I would recommend exchanging the bell striker for the auto¬ 
matic whistle valve, which can be done without any expense 
to the village. I do not consider the bell heavy enough for 
an alarm. I advise the purchase of one alarm box to be located 
at or near the corner of Cottage and West streets. 

I would also recommend the purchasing of a new uniform 
for the Hook and Ladder company. The one they have is in 
a ver? poor condition. It will be remembered that they ap¬ 
peared last inspection day in citizens’ dress. 

Some action should be taken at the annual meeting in regard 
to paying the fire department. They have now ? due them two 
years’ pay, with the exception of Killing ton Ho. 3. The 
amount due the several companies to April 1 is 81,950. Some 
of the companies are very much in need of funds and have 
had to run in debt for fuel to warm their engine and hose 
houses during the past winter. 

I herewith present a statement of the village property in 
charge of each company, the location of hydrants, also the 
location of fire-alarm boxes and keys thereto and list of officers 
and members of each company. 

CONCLUSION. 

My cordial acknowledgments are due the officers and mem¬ 
bers of this department for zeal and efficiency in performance 
of all their duties.
